1 . (Currently Amended) A stent graft for insertion into a body vessel of a 
patient, said stent graft comprising: 

a. a single hollow substantially cylindrical, radially expandable stent having a 
body, two open ends and defining a longitudinal axis there between, the 
body comprising a plurality of interconnected struts forming a plurality of 
substantially diamond shaped cells and the plurality of diamond shaped 
cells forming hoops, each hoop comprising nine diamond shaped cells, 
and a p l ura li ty of substantially sinusoidal rings positioned between each of 
the hoops configured for connecting adjacent hoops to one another , each 
of the p l ura li ty of substantially sinusoidal rings being formed from fifty-four 
alternating struts, the stent being fabricated from a single metallic tube 
hav i ng a p l ura li ty of s i nuso i dal poaks and va ll oys and whoro i n thoro aro at 
l oast ono of two poaks or two val l oys botwoon c i rcumforont i a ll y adjacont 
d i amond shap e d c ell s th e body b e ing a on e p ie c e , un i tary st e nt structur e; 
and 

b. a graft member attached to the single hollow substantially cylindrical 
radially expandable stent, the single hollow substantially cylindrical radially 
expandable stent extending through and being covered by the entire 
length of the graft member, said graft member having a plurality of 
substantially longitudinally directed pleats disposed thereon. 

2. (Previously Presented) The stent graft of Claim 1 wherein the graft 
member is attached to an exterior surface of the stent. 
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3. (Previously Presented) The stent graft of claim 1 wherein the graft 
member is attached to the stent by a staple. 

4. (Previously Presented) The stent graft of Claim 1 wherein the graft 
member is selected from the group consisting of Dacron, Teflon, woven polyester, and 
polyurethane. 

5. (Previously Presented) The stent graft of Claim 1 wherein the stent is 
a self expanding stent. 

6. (Previously Presented) The stent graft of Claim 5, wherein the stent is 
made from a super elastic alloy of nickel titanium.
